1958 HARDY MUM INTRODUCTIONS 


UNIVERSITY OF NEW HAMPSHIRE has added two new varieties to the Granite 
Series. This makes a total of 12 in this series, all of which were produced by 
Prof. Elwyn Meader. The New Hampshire varieties are characterized for the most 
part by unusual hardiness, vigor, frost resistant flowers and strong stems. The 
two new varieties listed here were named March, 1957 but not available for listing 
until 1958. 

*Granite Pleasure (Meader-1957) Dark brick red double 2%” flowers on sturdy 
24” plants. Exceptionally frost resistant flowers on strong stems. A very vigorous 
winter hardy variety starting to bloom about Sept. 20. Stands weather conditions 
that would ruin many varieties. Well worth growing. Price 60c each; 3 for $1.20. 

Granite Truth (Meader-1957) A very early blooming double white with 214” flowers. 
on compact rounded plants about 20” tall. Although flowers are not very frost 
resistant, they bloom well ahead of it, starting about Aug. 15. The earliest white 
we grow.

UNIVERSITY OF MINNESOTA has long been known for its introduction of early 
blooming, hardy, colorful mums.

*Minnehaha (University Minn.-1958) Salmon rose 24%” double flowers on 20” by 20” 
sturdy bushy plants. Blooms mid-September; stiff stems; suitable for bouquets.

SHIPPING DATES: Feb. 1 to June 15 on varieties marked *. May 1-June 15 on all 
other varieties. 

TIME OF DELIVERY: Please mark orders with earliest, (preferred), and latest dates 
acceptable to you as (May 10-May 20-May 30). 

TYPES OF PLANTS SHIPPED: All prices apply to rooted cuttings. We can supply 
transplants at the nursery throughout the summer but orders for these should 
be made in advance to facilitate pick-up. 

PLANTING: Protect plants at time of planting from frost. Early orders can be potted 

or flatted where facilities permit. Many now plant directly in the field after 
danger of frost is over. | 

RESULTS: Rooted cuttings are used almost exclusively by commercial growers. They 
should give excellent large blooming plants by fall. 

BLOOMING DATES: Dates refer to the time blooming starts. Most varieties bloom 
until freezing weather with the exception of a few very early ones. 

TYPES OF FLOWERS. All varieties listed have double flowers except as noted.

Starts blooming in early June and blooms 
five to seven weeks with a few blooms all summer. Extremely hardy, fast growing. 
Plants from rooted cuttings usually bloom same year. Rooted cuttings only on 
mail orders.
